WHAT IS LIBERALISM? 


Of late years New Dep’ers have pre­ 
empted the name “liberal,’' completely re­ 
versing its original meaning. W ith the threat 
of legislation materially affecting the Su­ 
preme Court, an explanation of what liber­ 
alism really is and what it implies seems 
partial!:'rlv appropriate. 
Tile word “liberal” developed out of the 
Latin “liber.” meaning “free.” 
“Liberal­ 
ism” meant to our founding fathers exact­ 
ly what it said—freedom: freedom of the 
individual to live his own life without un­ 
due interference by the government, free­ 
dom to believe as his conscience dictated 
without compulsion from anybody, equality 
of all men before the law, equality of eco­ 
nomic opportunity (an ideal we have never 
fully realized), and the general right of all 
men to improve their lot in life if they 
had the ability. 
To this end our Constitu­ 
tion was framed by men who had had ex­ 
perience with highly centralized, illiberal 
government. 
The liberal movement has a long history 
—far too long to describe in this short 
account 
It includes 
such 
diverse 
ele­ 
ments as the resurrection of the Greek 
and Latin classics, the Protestant Reforma­ 
tion, a revolution in philosophical thought, 
the development of science, the industrial 
revolution, 
the 
romantic 
movement 
in 
literature, art. and music, free education of 
the masses, the growth of widespread hu­ 
manitarianism, together with the develop­ 
ment of law’s in keeping with the new’ spirit. 
For our present purpose let us consider 
just one aspect of the early liberal move­ 
ment. 
In 
pre-horse-and-buggy 
days, 
when 
knighthood was in flower and knights rode 
horseback while other people walked, Eng­ 
land. in common with all the rest of the 
world, was ruled by an absolute monarchy. 
King John, the last of these monarchs, un­ 
willingly started political liberalism on its 
way on June 15, 1215, when, under com­ 
pulsion, he signed the famous Magna Charta 
—the Great Charter of which we all studied 
in school but which most of us promptly 
forgoL 
Before this first faint beginning of Eng­ 
lish (and also American) liberty, the King 
had been free to assess the feudal pro­ 
prietors under his dominion; that is, he 
could levy any taxes he chose. 
He could 
also requisition their aid and the aid of the 
serfs living on their estates to fight in his 
behalf whenever he desired. He could send 
his agents to arrest any of his subjects 
without warning, and could, without trial 
or even without proof of guilt, send them 
to prison, outlaw or banish them, or seize 
their lands or their possessions. 
A man’s 
religious beliefs were 
controlled by 
the 
church, and the king had great power in 
deciding the policy of the church. All these 
things and more could the absolute mon­ 
arch do. 
It was indeed a dictatorship— 
a rule by man instead of by law. 
There 
was no written, widely known and under­ 
stood body of laws. 
Men had many duties 
and no privileges except such as were 
granted them through the favor of their 
“betters.” 
All these things and more the 
Great Charter corrected. 
It is no wonder 
that King John signed it unwillingly nor 
that subsequent kings to the number of 
thirty-two were required to confirm it. 
It 
is now’ regarded as the basis of the English 
Constitution. 
And it is very’ largely these same price­ 
less privileges that our Constitution con­ 
firms to us. 
So long as it remains intact 
it guarantees us against the arbitrary im­ 
position of the will of one man or one 
group of men. 
In other words, it guaran­ 
tees our freedom. 
It is our great charter 
of liberties. 
As an additional safeguai'd, our Consti­ 
tution provides for a division of power be­ 
tween federal and state governments and for 
ision of power between three 
inches of the Federal Govern- j 
k ut ive, the legislative, and the 
ie one thing it forgot to insure 
he c ‘erupting effect of patron- 
1 
system—which makes it 


antithesis of liberalism. Collectivism cannot 
be operated without centralized control and 
compulsion of the unwilling. 
And you can­ 
not have centralized control and freedom 
at the same time. 
The New Deal is not liberal. 
It has ap- 
! propriated a til Ie that does not belong to 
it. 
Its object is centralization of power 
in order to bring about a transfer of wealth 
from one group of citizens to another. You 
may believe that this is necessary, but it 
cannot be done under the banner of liberal­ 
ism. 
Liberalism means freedom from gove- 
emmental interference coupled with indi­ 
vidual responsibility, 
Do we want to sell our birthright of froe- 
dom for a mess of economic pottage?

VEE WERE WRONG 


In an editorial in Tuesday's issue of The 
Register, we said that President Sprou! 
had asked for an increased grant from 
the State for the University of 26 per 
cent. We were completely in error. 
We thought w’e read in the Report what 
the expenditures were for the biennium 
1933-1935, but we did not. It was only a 
difference in gift between two periods that 
we read as the total amount. So, of course, 
our percentages were not based on the 
right starting point. Dr. Sproul advised at 
the banquet for the alumni Wednesday 
night that the increased request was IO 
per cent. 
It seems to us that the president, in 
making the report which was intended for 
an appeal for more funds, should frankly 
state in his 41-page report what the Uni­ 
versity 
received from 
the State. 
This 
would permit the man, who is having the 
purchasing power of his pay envelope' re­ 
duced to pay to support the college, and 
would give him an opportunity to judge 
whether he desired to continue the present 
deduction from his pay envelope; and so the 
farmer could consider, in a like manner, the 
reduction from the buving-power of his 
crops. This would clear the way for a pos­ 
sible reduction in the cost of training for 
those who are capable of taking a college 
education. From the report, there is no 
way of telling the percentage of increase 
or what the total expenditures are or have 
been. 
We do not know what a report should 
be if it does not include some vital facts 
so that there can be intelligent conclu-

U. S. to Hawaii, 20 cents; to 
Guam, 40 cents; to Manila, 50 , 
cents; to Hong Kong-Macao, 70 
cents. 
Hawaii to U. S., 20 cents; to 
Guam, 20 cents; to Manila, 30 
cents; to Hong Kong-Macao, 50 
cents. 
Guam to U- S., 40 cents; to Ha­ 
waii, 20 cents; to Manila, IO cents; 
to Hong Kong-Macao, 30 cents. 
Rates from Manila and the Chi­ 
nese ports depend on the decisions 
of the Philippine and British pos­ 
tal authorities. 
These will be an­ 
nounced later. Meantime, prepare ; 
your U. S. covers for the various 
stops both ways, get the stamps 
from Washington and hold them 
ready for further details on han­ 
dling these covers.

Since there may be some diffi­ 
culty in handling covers at Manila 
and in China, it is believed that 
the Pan-American Airlines may 
serve cover collectors at these 
points, but an additional charge 
may be made.

Even if the movement to arouse the peo­ 
ple against packing the Supreme Court is 
not successful, it will be worth the effort in 
getting people to a little better understand 
what the Bill of Rights, protecting their 
individual rights to life. liberty and the pur­ 
suit of happiness, really means to them. 
They little realize that the Constitution 
even protects them in their individual rights 
in city, state and county legislation. 
If there wore no Bill of Rights protecting 
the rights of the individual, the voting ma­ 
jority’ in any subdivision could pass most any 
legislation it saw fit taking away freedom 
of the press, right of religious worship, right 
to contract, right to sell one s services to 
the world’s highest bidder, and people’s right 
in property.

It did not get out a t the time, 
but there w as one thing in 
Mr. 
W allace's official m anuscript 
for 
the farm conference th a t the farm 
rep resen tativ es declined

from his prepared script. They were 
ready to back him on ever-norm al 
granary, crop insurance, soil con­ 
servation and all th® other things, 
but they scratch ed th eir ears when 
they taw he w anted to continue the 
soil conservation and dom<*stlc 
a l­ 
lotm ent act until 1942. 
His 
ally, 
C hairm an Jones of the house a g ri­ 
culture com m ittee, had then gone 
so fa r as to introduce the 
official 
bill in congress, proposing ex ten ­ 
sion until 1942. 
The farm 
rep resen tativ es 
re ­ 
m inded each other th a t there would 
be an o th er presidential election in 
1940 and th a t Mr. W allace wa® be­ 
ing prom inently m entioned 
as 
a 
possible candidate of the new ord­ 
er. 
Note— Incidentally, m ost of 
the 
ag ricu ltu ral congressm en are now 
confessing they did not really mean 
It w'hen they w rote the law 
th at
